Have well examined, and all diſputes about it 
In ages paſt, will find this only to be true, 
As taught by Chriſt and his diſciples dear, 
That no fatalily exiſts in men's affairs, 
Nor fix d decreed events ; but only this, 
That ſuch as glory ſeek, and immortality, 
By virtuous acts, according to God's covenant, 
In juſt proportion ſhall rewarded be; 
But fuch as ungodly courſes do purſue, 
Wrath for themſelves lay up gainſt day of wrath ; 
With ſtrange neceſſity of being damn'd for ever, 
As if all this had been decreed by God. 

The Stoics firſt, next Manichees, aſſerted 
This indiſpenſible, unconquerable neceſſity ; 
Where 'tis believed, all counſels to repent 
May as well be applied to horſes, as to men : 
Since take away freedom to will and act from men, 
(As fate and neceſſity never fail to do)

ſatan could bruiſe his lower part, his heel, but he had 
his own head bruiſed, and his ſcepter wreſted from 
him thereby, Cbriſt having by his death deſtroyed death, 
and him that bad the power thereof, the devil, Heb. ii. 
14. which moſt gracious promiſe, though it ſeemed 
obſcure at firſt, grew clearer and clearer till his own 
W as Mr. B. obſerves. 
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This promiſe was given to Cain, as well as to his 
father Adam, when God, to ſtop his malice and envy, 
told him, F thou doſt well, ſhalt thou not be accepted? 
but if thou doſt not wwell, fin lieth at the door: Cbattab, 
with an be ſervile, or of the feminine gender, ſignifies 
In, but in this place it is of the maſculine gender, and 
properly denotes a „in- offering, alluding to Chriſt, who 
was to be lain for us, and was to be a male out of, 
or one of the flock, to ſuffer in our ſtead, or, Be ſhall 
not only atone - for thy fin, but make thee thoroughly pure 
from all unrighteouſneſs, iF thou repent ; fo Dr. Ham- 
mond interprets it in 2 Cor. v. 21. ES | 
And here it cannot be improper to conſider, how 
the firſt Adam was a figure of the ſecond Adam, the 
Lord from Heaven, who was to come, as we find 
them accurately compared by Mr. Bedford and Dr. 
Hammond. | 
1. Adam had no earthly father, and is called the 
Son of God, Luke iii. 38. that is, by grace only and 
creation z fo Chriſt had no earthly father, and was 
the Son of God, by nature and eternal generation. 

2. Adam was created after the Image of God, ſo 
Chriſt was the AmTaipzopa, the beam of his father's 
gory, and the character or expreſs image of his ſubſiſ- 
tence, Heb. i. 3. | 

3. Adam was the owner of paradiſe, the heir of the 
world, and ſovereign lord of all creatures, to whom 
they came for their names; Cbriſt alſo is Lord of 
heaven and earth, the heathen being given to bim as bis 
inberitance, and the uttermoſt part of the earth for bis 
poſſeſſion, and of him the whole family both in heaven 
and earth is named, ſee Pla. ii. 8. Eph. iii. 15, 

4. Adam was chief king, prieſt and prophet to his 
family; and ſo was Chrift in his church. | 
© 5. As Adam was the cauſe of our miſery, fo was 

Chriſt of our happineſs; ſince as Adam made all his 
children and deſcendants by his tranſgreſſion liable to 
death; ſo by Cbriſt, and his obedience, they are, or 
may be, intituled unto eternal life. 


6. A 
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6. As by Adam death came, ſo by Chriſt the re- 
ſurrection from the dead. 
. Adam was made a living foul, and cauſe of our 
natural life; Chriſt became a quickening Spirit, to in- 
fluence our dead affections and actions, by a divine 
principle or vital Spirit, thereby begetting holineſs 
that men may obtain a Life of Glory, For Adam 
being earthy as to his body only, by his ſin, ſubjected 
both his ſoul and body to earth and earthly-minded- 
neſs; ſo that, as is the earthy, ſuch are all that are 
earthy, and as is the heavenly, ſuch are they, that with 
Chriſt, become heavenly; who as they have borne the 
image of the earthy, ſo, in like manner, ſhall they 


bear the image of the heavenly; taking the exact 


ſhape and ſtamp thereof, as the wax doth from the 
ſeal, or the clay from the mould, into which it is caſt, 
they being changed into the ſame image from one 
degree of glory to another, by that ſame Spirit of 
Chriſt, x Cor. xv. 47. Rom. vi. 17. 2 Cor. iii. 18. 
8. The taint of Adam's ſin was uni verſal, for it 
reached to infants, who never had ſinned after his 
example; and death reigned over them, as much as 
if they had been actual tranſgreſſors, becauſe his guilt 
had been derived and imputed to them; ſo, though 
for one offence, many be dead, much more the grace of 
God, and the gift through grace, that grace of one man 
Jeſus Chriſt, hath abounded unto many; and that by a 
compariſon above a compariſon ; for ſuppoſing thoſe 


infants had lived, they might have proved as great - 


ſinners in other kinds, as Adam had been in that; 
but thoſe to whom the mercy in Chriſt belongs, are 
not righteous in ſuch a degree, as Chriſt now is, and 
never can be through an whole eternity, and is as 
univerſal, if univerſally applied. 

9. And not as by one man having ſinned, ſo is the 
gift, for the ſentence, on occaſion of one offence, was to 
condemnation, that is, to paſs ſentence for the ſake of 
one crime, but the free gift, or mercy, was by occa- 
ſion of many offences unto juſtification, which makes the 

| N 2 compa- 
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compariſon again very uneven; for as ſin was the oc- 


ceaſion of bringing in condemnation, ſome other might 


have been the means of bringing in of mercy, in 
which caſe the compariſon had been equal; but what 
ſay you to a multitude of ſinners, juſtified inſtead of 
one, and not one of them, or all of them put toge- 
ther, righteous in that degree as Chriſt was, Rom. 
v. 16. 73 3 

10. If then death reigned by one univerſally, as 


intailed upon one man's poſterity, though not guilty 


of the ſame ſins, infinitely more ſhall they that re- 
ceive abundance of grace, and of the gift of righte- 
ouſneſs, by making a good uſe of the ſame, become 
holy, gracious, and righteous men; and being juſti- 


fied here, and raiſed up hereafter, ſhall reign in life 


by one Jeſus Chriſt. 

11. Therefore as by one offence, the ſentence came 
upon all men to condemnation, ſo by the righteouſ- 
nels of one God's free gift of mercy is come upon all, 
even Jews and Gentiles, who imitate Chriſt's holy li- 
ving by a ſincere renovation. | 

12, As then here we ſee the many, or generality, 
made ſinners, ſo here we ſee the mam, or generality, 
conſtituted righteous, or juſtified, though not perfect- 


ly righteous, but accepted of God as ſuch. 


13. The Law alſo came in betwixt Adam and 
Chriſt, but for what purpoſe ? that fin might increaſe 


'or abound ? no, that was not the end of it, but that 


man's offence being committed againſt a promulged 
Law, might be aggravated thereby, that where fin 
had increaſed, contrary to God's intention, grace hath 
more than abounded; like a ſwoln river overflow- 
ing its banks, not intended to drown all, as in Noah's 
flood, but to refreſh and make all mens joy full and 
compleat, that have a real intereſt in it. 

14. As a covenant was made with Adam and his 
poſterity, ſo was a covenant ſolemnly entered into by 


Chriſt, and ſuch as adhered to him; fo that had Adam 
continued righteous, his ſeed muſt have been ſaved by 


his 
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his righteouſneſs ; but as he fell, we muſt be faved by 
another's, even Chriſt's. 

15. By the fin of Adam, we became ſtrangers and 
foreigners to God, being baniſhed from his preſence ; 
but Chriſt's blood and mediation give all penitents a 
free admiſſion to it; that as ſin hath reigned, or rather 
tyrannized through death, contrary to the Creator's 
mind, grace, through righteouſneſs unto. eternal life, 
through Jeſus Chriſt our Lord, might reign, bear 
rule, and have an unlimitted, and as univerſal an em- 
pire in all, moſt agreeable to it, Rom. v. 21. 

Thus the knowledge of our miſery by the firſt 
Adam, gives us a clear view of our falvation by the 
ſecond.
